'unbalanced from shell 
shock 
and 
gassing. 
The prisoner was given a two-year 
sentence in Brazes county for awin- 
ril rig, the indictment charging him 
with giving checks on banks where he 
liar! no funds. The checks were given 
to hanks in Bryan and drawn 
on 
banks in Canada. 
Medical examina­ 
tion has since shown that the man 
was 
laboring under hallucinations. 
due to the shell shock,, one of which 
was that he had large deposits in 
many banks. 
It has taken about a year for the 
British government to locate the man 
and ho has served about that much 
time in 
Texas penitentiary. Trans- 
t nrtation has been provided by the 
British Government and the man is 
to be taken to a post-war hospital in 
Canada for treatment. 
Among the exhibits attached to the 
application for pardon was one from 
B ritis h 
medical officers showing the 
effect of shell shock and that the man 
was not responsible for his acts. Con- 
.’iiioned that the pardon be granted, 
tho British Government pledged it­ 
ll to transport the man to Canada, 
place him in a comfortable hospi­ 
tal and see that he is given the best 
of treatment to eradicate the effets 
of the shell shock. Under this recom­ 
mendation the 
governor 
promptly 
granted the pardon.

sections of the country by Capt. L. 
D. Williams, district organizer of the 
United Cotton Growers, and A. W. 
Kinnard of the State Department of 
Agriculture. 
Prof. Kinnard gave a 
brief explanation of the general pur­ 
poses of the meeting, as follows: To 
establish the right of the farmer to 
price his own products, to provide for 
the cost of production and a reason­ 
able profit for the 
farmer 
in 
the 
price to be obtained, and to set on foot 
just such an organization 
of actual 
farmers as will enable the producers 
to get what they are willing to take. 
for their cotton, the cost of produc­ 
tion and a reasonable profit. 
Capt. Williams then addressed the 
audience at length on the 
purposes j 
and plans of the United Cotton Grow- j 
ers Association. This association pro-j 
poses to establish warehouses 
wher- j 
ever needed, at least 
one 
in 
each 
county of the 
cotton 
belt. 
These j 
warehouses will be used by the ntem-1 
hers only to store their cotton until; 
the spinners need it and will buy it. 
It is proposed to establish a 
central, 
marketing agency with branches 
at 
each warehouse and connections 
in i 
all cotton consuming countries to sell 
the cotton of the members direct to I 
the spinners. The plan of this organ-j 
ization was proposed to the represen­ 
tatives of the farmers at the Cotton 
Congress at New Orleans last year by 
Dr. Todd, chief spokesman 
of 
the 
English spinners at whose suggestion 
the World’s Cotton Congress had been 
called. 
Mr. Fred Roberts, 
a 
prominent 
farmer of Nueces county and presi­ 
dent of the South Ter.as Cotton Grow­ 
ers Association was the chief spokes­ 
man of the cotton growers at 
the 
Congress. 
He went home determined 
to set about just such an organization 
as Dr. Todd proposed. The organiza­ 
tion of which Mr. Roberts was presi­ 
dent entered with enthusiasm into the 
plans proposed.

which opened here today. 
The conference is attended by 400 
business men and cotton fanners from all sections of the state 
aud lias on its program representatives of biggest cotton interests 
oi the south. 
The latter include former Governor T. I. Manning 
of South Carolina, and J. S. Wannamaker of St. Matthews, S. C., 
president of the American Cotton association. 
WOULD HANG NIGHT RIDERS HIGH AS HAMAN 
The principal speakers this morning were Governor-elect T. 
C. McRae of Arkansas and J. C. Alexander of the Arkansas cotton 
district. 
Both declared the cotton situation to be probably the 
most critical ever faced by the south and urged the application of 
sane business methods to meet it.
